W hat University W ants In A Marin Campus

There is a vast and complex 
enterprise with a $70 million an­ 
nual budget that could work 
wonders in the county if it chose 
to locate in Marin. 
Securing the enterprise — a 
University of California campus 
—has been a m ajor proccupa- 
tion of Melvin S. Warenback, 
Terra Linda civic leader, since 
his entry in March into the race 
for county supervisor in the 
First District. 
Yesterday, Warenback went 


to Santa Cruz to talk to the man 
generally credited with having 
done the most to bring a recent­ 
ly dedicated UC campus to his 
county. Gordon Sinclair, man­ 
aging editor of the Santa Cruz 
Sentinel. 
Sinclair called such a campus 
“ the ideal way for counties like 
Marin and Santa Cruz to achieve 
controlled growth and develop­ 
m ent.” 
He pointed out, however, that 
while a North Bay campus is de­ 
finitely in the future for either 


Marin. Sonoma or Napa County, 
“ the whole thing is still in the 
thinking stage.” 
But winning the prize involves 
years of hard and persistent 
work, he told Warenback. Above 
all, Sinclair said, it requires 
“ the total commitment of the 
community.” 
Sinclair—who 
devoted 
four- 
and-a-half years to gaining uni­ 
versity adoption of the Santa 
Cruz site — insisted the bene­ 
fits far outstrip the effort. 
“ You get orderly growth,” he 


said, “ because the campus opens | 
with about 500 students. It adds 
that many each year for five or 
six years, then starts adding 
1,000 a year until it has an en­ 
rollment of about 27,000.” 
In addition to the students, 
there would be another 10,000 
persons in employment directly 
and indirectly related to the 
campus, Sinclair estimated. 
He estimated the ultim ate an­ 
nual budget of the campus at 
$70-to-$80 
million 
and 
said, 
“ Then there’s the capital outlay 


of $5-to-$10 million a year into 
infinity.” 


The immediate benefits to the 
construction trades in the county 
Sinclair called “ obvious.” More 
important in the long run, he 
said, is the attraction of re­ 
search industry and related light 
industry, once the campus is 
firmly established. 


“ Santa Cruz is going to gain 
tremendously from this, and so 
would M arin,” he said. 
The most important thing of 


all, Sinclair said, is the site rec­ 
ommended to the university. He 
listed some of the requirements: 
1. A minimum of 1,000 acres, 
preferably 
of 
gently 
rolling 
countryside, somewhat wooded 
and with sufficient level land 
for the core of the campus. 


2. The climate neither too hot 
nor too cold at any tim e of the 
year and the area free of smog 
or excessive winds. 


3. A place away from noisy 
highways, heavy industry and 


the flight patterns of an airport. 
4. 
Accessibility by existing or 
projected major roads. 


The university, Sinclair said, 
would require the county to 
enter into a wide range of agree­ 
ments, including bringing water 
and power to the edge of the 
campus and granting the univer­ 
sity some control over develop­ 
ment of the area surrounding 
the campus. 


While the university would 
like the land to be donated, Sin­ 


clair said, it recognizes that 
purchase of an ideal site might 
in the long run be less expensive 
than development of a less suit­ 
able donated site. 
A major consideration listed 
by Sinclair was the availablility 
of moderately priced housing in 
the county. 
Asked by Warenback if any 
other counties had sought the 
benefit of his experience recent­ 
ly. 
Sinclair 
quickly 
recited: 
“ Napa. 
Sonoma, 
Tulare 
and 
Fresno.”

Dixie Computer 
Teaches Class 
With Program

That’s the way the computer

Dixie School District opens its 
conversations with seventh and 
eighth grade students. 
The computer then goes on to 
ask questions, give tests, hand 
out compliments and grade the 
students. The students in their 
turn tell the computer their 
names, answers the questions in 
their own phraseology and add 
any comments they desire. 
This is accomplished on a 
typewriter 
attached 
to 
the 
computer. But the real key is a 
new language — called “ com- 
putest" — which makes possible 
communication from human to 
machine, 
from 
machine 
to 
human 
and 
even, 
chillingly, 
from machine to machine. 
Computest, the brainchild of 
Dr. John A 
Starkweather, a 
psychologist at the University 
of California medical center in 
San 
Franeisco, 
and 
a 
Dixie 
District trustee, is built into the 
computer, 
it 
enables 
the 
machine 
to 
translate 
words 
hped by a human into machine 
terms, select a response and 
4hen 
translate

Starkweather began his work 
on computest four years ago. 
He knew that scientists had 
developed a language, called

“ Two 
Women,” 
a 
widely 
known Pablo Picasso painting 
worth more than $25,000. has 
been stolen from the Portal 
Gallery at 777 Bridgeway in 
Sausalito. 
Police said the theft occurred 
Thursday night or early yester­ 
day. It was reported bv owner 
Terence Flynn, who said some­ 
one had snapped the lock on the 
front door. 
Gallery employee Daniel C. 
Prince of Larkspur said the 
thief had little difficulty break­ 
ing the lock. 


“ We have not been too careful 
about security,” he said, adding 
that this will be remedied im­ 
mediately. 
“ The first thing he noticed 
when he cam e in the door was 
that the Picasso was missing 
from the wall,” said Prince. It 
was not visible from the street, 


however, and Prince said he 
and Flynn are sure the painting 
must have been stolen by some­ 
one who had been in the gallery 
before. 
Flynn brought the painting to 
Sausalito from Barcelona, Spain, 
about 1962. It was insured then 
for $25,000. but its value has 
grown since then, said Prince. 
He was unable to say precisely 
| how much it is now worth. 
Except for a Juan Miro paint­ 
ing sold by the gallery in 1964. 
the four-bv-five inch Picasso is 
the most valuable painting which 
has hung in the gallery since it 
, opened live years ago. 
Picasso painted “ Two Wom­ 
en" about 1926, at a time when 
he was turning from a period 
of traditional, representational 
works to a more abstract style 
with an element of surrealism . 
It has been reproduced in many 
books about the artist.

nan underwent a three - hour 
medical examination today and 
were pronounced in excellent 
condition for next week’s ren­ 
dezvous and space walk mis­ 
sion. 
Dr. A. Duane Catterson. Gem­ 
ini flight surgeon, reported both 
astronauts were in fine condi­ 
tion. 
In the afternoon, Stafford, 35- 
year-old Air Force lieutenant 
colonel, and Cernan, 32-year-old 
Navy 
lieutenant 
commander, 
were to huddle with key Gemini 
officials to discuss all aspects ot 
the planned three-day flight. 
The Gemini 9 doubleheader 
launching is to start at 11 a m . 
Tuesday when an Atlas rocket 
boosts an Agena satellite into 
orbit. A Titan 2 is to propel the 
astronauts aloft at 12:39 p.m. to 
begin pursuit of the Agena.

Cernan's health is especially

For part of the excursion he 
will zip about with a rocket- 
powered back pack on a 150-foot 
tether. Thé maneuvers could set 
guidelines for future space tasks 
such as assembling space sta­ 
tions in orbit, maintaining and 
repairing satellites and trans­

Cernan will spend the first 50 
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minutes outside on a 25-foot um­ 
bilical line which provides oxy­ 
gen from the spacecraft.

Leary Says LSD Out O f Control 
WASHINGTON (UPI) — The man whose name 
is most closely associated with LSD claims that use of 
the hallucinatory drug has gotten out of control, par­ 
ticularly among the nation's college students. 
Dr. Timothy Leary, a 46-year-old 
psychologist who was dismissed from 
Harvard for his experiments with the 
drug, told a Senate hearing yesterday 
that by taking LSD “you definitely 
go out of your mind.” 
For this reason, he advocated 
legislation to prevent widespread use 
of the drug, but urged that it be 
made available to responsible adults 
for experimental purposes. 
. 
Leary told the hearing that one out of every 
three college students is experimenting with LSD 
now and as many as 65 per cent have used it on some 
campuses. 
“It will be larger next year. The growth has been 
staggering,” Leary said. 


Mississippi Dumps Prohibition 
JACKSON, Miss. (AP) — A liquor bill to end 
Mississippi’s 57 years of strange statewide prohibition 
lands on the governor’s desk Monday, along with 
much political pressure. 
Bootleggers and ministers are united in hoping 
Gov. Paul Johnson will veto it. Restaurateurs are 
pressing him to sign. 
The local option bill would permit counties to 
vote in legal liquor sales. Final legislative passage 
was obtained yesterday. After receiving the bill, 
Johnson has five days in which to act. He hasn’t said 
what he will do. 
The issue stirs deep passions, especially in north­ 
ern Mississippi, where church groups always have 
been able to muster enough votes to beat repeal in 
referendums. 


Drug Found To Save Hemophiliacs 
LOS ANGELES (AP) — Two researchers — one 
of them dramatically saved by a drug he helped de­ 
velop — announced the development of a new blood- 
clotting agent which may eventually let chronic 
bleeders live normal lives. 
Drs. Edward Shanbrom and G. M. Thelin of Hy­ 
land Laboratories said they had found a way of pro­ 
ducing on a commercial scale a concentrate of anti- 
hemophilic factors — AHF — which is missing in 
hemophiliacs. 
Hemophilia is a hereditary disorder in the body’s 
blood-clotting mechanism. Its victims bleed internally 
without apparent cause, usually in the joints, and even 
minor cuts can be fatal because their blood is slow 
to clot in the wound. 


Truth In Packaginq 
WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Senate Commerce Committee 
yesterday approved by a 14-3 
vote a truth-in-packaging bill 
calling for tightened federal reg­ 
ulation of labeling and packag­ 
ing of some household supplies. 


Assessor Bill 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - Major 
reform of California’s scandal- 
hit property assessment system, 
overwhelmingly endorsed by the 
Assembly, is snagged in a Sen­ 
ate Committee where it could 
die. 
Its moment of truth may be 
next week. 
Assemblyman John T. Knox, 
D • Richmond, who is carrying 
the administration - backed bill, 
has called a news conference for 
Monday, asserting he wants “to 
demonstrate how important it is 
that the measure be p a s s e d 
now.” 
Target of Knox's criticism is 
Sen. Virgil O’Sullivan, D - Wil­ 
liams, chairman of the Senate 
Revenue and Taxation Commit­ 
tee, who told a newsman Fri­ 
day: “I don’t think the bill in 
its present form is desirable.” 
O'Sullivan’s 13-man committee 
has listened to several witnesses 
during three days of tesUmony 
on the bill, prompted by indict­ 
ments—and, so far, one convic­ 
tion—of assessors on charges of 
receiving kickbacks for under- 
assessing certain business prop­ 
erties. 
Keystone of the bill is a re­ 
quirement that all property be 
assessed at a uniform 25 per 
cent raUo in all counties by fis­ 
cal 1971-72. At present, assessors 
are required to use the same 
ratio within their counties, but 
the figure varies widely from 
county to county. 
“It’s an awfully complicated 
bill,” O’Sullivan said. “People 
are just 
getting 
around 
to 
understanding it. It shifts tax­ 
es—and I don’t know where— 
but I suspect they’ll be shifted 
off to some other people. It 
should go to interim study.” 
Knox said yesterday that in 
the wake of the assessors scan­ 
dal, “the climate is right” for 
passage of the bUI now, and that 
U would face a rougher time 
next year.

HOT SPRINGS, Va. (AP) - 
Top industry and Johnson ad­ 
ministration 
officials 
have 
agreed that the galloping rate of 
business growth will slow down 
in the next seven months.

Labor Economist Asks 
Corporate Tax Hike 


WASHINGTON (AP)-Organ- 
ized labor’s top economist urged 
the government today to elimi­ 
nate the 7 per cent tax credit for 
business investment and hike 
the corporate profit tax rate to 
head off a slump in the econo­ 
my. 
Otherwise, warned Nathaniel 
Goldfinger 
of 
the 
AFL-CIO, 
heavy business investments and 
soaring profits would pose the 
danger of a lopsided economic 
boom that could collapse of its 
own weight. 
Goldfinger’s remarks coincid­ 
ed with a five-day drop in the 
stock market and government 
reports yesterday showing that 
corporate profits rose to their 
highest level in history early 
this year and industrial produc­ 
tion continued to climb. 
“The way to curb this trend 
in the economy is to curb the 
capital goods boom,” Goldfinger 
wrote in the AFL-CIO’s publica­ 
tion, The American Federation- 
ist. 
“And the way to do it is to 
eliminate the government’s sub­ 
sidy of business investment in 
new machines and-or to in­ 
crease tax rates on corporate 
profits,” he said. 
The current economic boom is 
lopsided, he said, because it ex­ 
ists primarily in the expansion 
of industrial plants. “This boom 
in profits and business invest­ 
ment is not part of a general, 


economy-wide inflationary sit­ 
uation. 
Goldfinger opposed any gen­ 
eral income tax increase that 
would hit low and middle in­ 
come families, or any slowdown 
in federal programs to aid the 
poor and the unemployed. 
He said the first-quarter in­ 
crease of 11 per cent in profits 
compared with a rise of only 8 
per cent in the nation’s total 
wages and salaries.

Draft Dispute 
Token Sit-In

SEW SIMPLE 
Hemming Jersey, 
Installing Zipper 


By EUNICE FARMER 
Please tell me how to apply a 
zipper instead of the buttons, as 
all patterns show, in the back 
of an overblouse. Do I have to 
add more of a seam allowance? 
MRS. WILLIAM K. 


DEAR MRS. W.K.: 
All you need to remember is 
that the center back is clearly 
marked on your pattern. Instead 
of using this as a guide for your 
buttonholes, close the back on 
the center back marks and in­ 
sert the zipper—simple as that! 


Please rush information on 
how to take up the hem of a 
jersey accordion-pleated shift. 
MRS. E. A. 


DEAR MRS. E. A.: 
I have never been able to do 
this successfully at the hemline 
of the dress. You must remove 
the skirt at the waistline and 
this is also a little tricky since 
the skirt has probably been cut 
on the bias grain. 1 would sug­ 
gest pinning the skirt to a strip 
of fabric on the wrong side 
where it needs to be cut. Pin 
pleats evenly before cutting any­ 
thing, then when you are sure 
the skirt has not been pulled out 
of shape, machine stitch the ac- 
cordian pleats to the fabric strip. 
Now you may cut the skirt and 
reattach it to your bodice. 


Many of you have asked the 
following questions concerning 
sleeves: How do you make a 
sleeveless dress out of a pattern 
that is shown with sleeves? How 
do you make a square armhole 
for a sleeveless dress? How do 
you add a slight cap sleeve to 
a sleeveless pattern? 
Follow the instructions and 
sketches below carefully for the 
answers that you'll need for 
summer clothes. 


(A1 To make a sleeveless dress 


out of a pattern shown with 
sleeves, cut the armhole about 
one-half inch higher at the under­ 
arm curve of the armhole and 
taper to nothing at the front and 
back notches. It may also be 
necessary to take the bodice in 
slightly at the underarm. You 
must avoid a large gaping arm­ 
hole. 
(B) To make the armhole 
square (very new l o o k ) for 
sleeveless b o d i c e s extend a 
straight line (at right angles) 
down from the notch of the arm­ 
hole to cross the first line. This 
can be done at the front of the 
sleeve only, or if you prefer, 
front and back. Use the outline 
of the exact new armhole when 
cutting the facing. 
(C) To make a slightly capped 
armhole from a sleeveless pat­ 
tern make the shoulder seam 
one-half inch higher at the arm­ 
hole. Extend a line from neck 
edge to the distance you wish 
the sleeve cap to extend. Extend 
the outer edge of the armhole in 
a curve to a point about one inch 
below the normal underarm at 
the side seam. Do the same in 
back. There are other variations 
of a cap sleeve and they may be 
attained easily by using the 
method and drawing different 
style lines. 


Mrs. Ralph Grimble, Finley- 
ville, Pa., is a lucky winner of a 
Taylor Trix pressing board for 
this great idea. 
“Often a dressmaker’s failure 
can be turned into a smart jump­ 
er, especially if the fault is a 
too-tight bodice or simply a dis­ 
appointing color. Carefully re­ 
move the sleeves, collar and 
neck facings. Stay stitch edges 
to prevent stretching and try it 
on. 
“ Select a jumper pattern which 
will allow more room where 
needed, one with a lower neck­ 
line. etc. Recut the upper bodice. 
An attractive blouse will keep 
that unbecoming c o l o r away 
from the face."

Internationally known author 
a n d humorist Peg Bracken 
(Mrs. Parker Edwards of Bo- 
linas) told Outdoor Art Club 
members and guests Thursday 
afternoon — “ Don’t just do 
something—sit there."

Claiming non-expert 
status in the feminine arts, 
except merely that of being a 
woman, she discussed “ femin- 
ology" at length. She said she 
had mistakenly been classed 
with Betty Friedan, author of 
“T h e Feminine Mystique,” 
probably because of the titles 
of her books. 
“ It’s not so much that I hate 
to cook.” she explained. “ I 
just don’t want to do it 365 
days a year. And it’s even fun 
to create an attractive room 
and clean it up once in a while 
as therapy. 
“ I think Betty Friedan was 
seeing a lot of mixed up ladies. 
I was glad when Columbia 
University released the ‘life 
styles of educated women’ re­ 
cently that showed only one 
out of ten women are dissatis­ 
fied with their lives.” 
On the other hand, she point­ 


ed out. poet Phyllis McGinley 
went too far in the opposite 
direction from Betty Friedan. 


“ THE JOYS OF domesticity 
just ain’t all that good. Mrs. 
McGinley has a major talent 
and a rich husband. Her ivory 
tower needs a couple of more 
windows. 
“The truth is somewhere in 
between,” 
s h e 
maintained. 
“There has never been so good 
a time to be a woman as 
now.” 
It is no longer necessary to 
make a choice between mar­ 
riage and personal interests, 
she insisted, explaining that 
woman has three choices on 
what to do with the extra time 
she now has in her 80-year life 
expectancy compared with the 
47 y e a r one of her grand­ 
mother. These choices she list­ 
ed as volunteer work, a paid 
profession or occupation; or 
just pursuing the art of “being 
what you are to the fullest pos­ 
sible extent.” 
If a woman does have a ca­ 
reer in which she works with 
men, P e g Bracken recom­ 
mended she follow the nine 
commandments of New York 
advertising woman Jo Fox-

Churchmen 
To Move 
Across U.S. 


DALLAS, Tex. (AP) — Nearly 
300 members of the Church of 
Christ, most of them Texans, 
are preparing for a mass exo­ 
dus this summer to establish a 
new church in New Jersey. 
“ We feel a need to be of serv­ 
ice to our fellow man,” says C. 
Larry Roberts, who will be the 
minister of the new church. He 
said the migration follows the 
concept of “spreading Chris­ 
tianity 
by 
spreading 
Chris­ 
tians.” 
Somerset County in New Jer­ 
sey was selected after a year s 
study of rapidly growing areas 
Roberts said the county, which 
has no Church of Christ, was 
picked because it is in a fast- 
growing industrial and popula­ 
tion complex where thousands 
of people virtually are isolated 
from any existing church. 
So far. Ill families with 263 
persons including children, have 
higned commitment cards saying 
they will move to Somerset Coun­ 
ty. Roberts expects others to join 
in “ Exodus New Jersey.” Most 
of the families are from Texas 
but six other states — Arkansas, 
Indiana, New Mexico, Oklahoma. 
California and Michigan — are 
represented. 
Eighty of the colonizers flew 
to New Jersey in March aboard 
a chartered plane. Forty of the 
group had interviews with 24 
Somerset County industrial lead­ 
ers and at the end of the day 39 
had jobs. Some of those inter­ 
viewed received as many as 
seven job offers. 
The other 40, all teachers, met 
with school administrators in 
the area. Twenty-five already 
have received contracts to teach 
in New Jersey schools this fall. 
For the colonizers the move 
will mean quitting their present 
jobs, selling their homes and 
leaving friends they have known 
for decades. 
The 
new 
congregation 
has 
purchased a 10-acre tract in 
Bridgewater in Somerset Coun­ 
ty and construction is to start 
soon on a f>80-scat church. 
The denomination now has 
only 29 churches in New Jersey. 
It’s 
total 
strength 
is 
19.200 
churches and almost 2 5 million 
members, with the largest num­ 
ber in Texas and Tennessee.

These 
are fed to the computer and if 
a key word or phrase is found

the answer, the machine 
gives a good grade. Otherwise, 
the computer tells the test- 
taker he is wrong.

“ Does electricity go through 
wood easily?” The boys pro­ 
grammed into the computer for 
the correct answer the words 
“no”, “not” and “wet.” If any 
of these words appeared in the 
answer, 
the 
computer 
said, 
“ You smarty. 
How did you 
guess it?” Otherwise it said, 
“ You ought to study it.” 
However, if a classmate had 
answered. ’ Wood is a very poor 
conductor,” the computer would 
have graded him as wrong. So 
the question needed rephrasing.

Interviews

should also be feasible, he says.

NEW YORK (U PI) -There 
were 56,658 eye-witnesses at the 
ball game and if you put them 
up on the stand today, every 
last 
one 
would 
swear 
Jim 
Davenport was the guy who did 
it. 
All of them would be dead

Mays. 
To be sure, it was the 32-

Davenport never would have 
gotten his late-hour chance and 
the Giants quite possibly might 
have lost. 
Mays twisted his right ankle 
legging out an infield single in 
the fourth inning and Giant 
manager Herman Franks plead­ 
ed with him to take the rest of 
the night off as he lay writhing 


on the ground a few feet past 
first base. 
“ Nahh, I wanna keep play­ 
ing,” Willie protested. “ I can 
make it all right.” 
So Franks permitted him to 
stay in the game against his 
better judgment. But by the 
time the seventh inning rolled 
around the Mets had built a 4-0 
lead, the game looked lost as 
far 
as

concerned and Franks decided 
there and then that Mays was 
through.

seventh, Franks said to him: 
“ If you get on, I ’m putting a 
runner in for you.

the shower but never got there. 
Listening to the radio in the 
clubhouse, he heard that Tom

Without bothering to hear any 
more, 
Mays 
jumped 
back

NEW ORLEANS, La. (AP) - 
Bob Goalby is aiming for his 
first victory on golf’s tourna­ 
ment trail in six years, but his 
mastery of the Lakewood Coun­ 
try Club course has been over­ 
shadowed by Arnold Palmer’s 
aching back. 
Goalby, a 35-year*old former 
Illinois football player, carved 
out a three-under par 69 yester­ 
day to take sole possession of 
first place after 36 holes of the 
$100.000 Greater New Orleans 
Open Golf Tourney.

Palmer said he'd had to pull 
out of the Eastern Open in 1958 
because of an aching back but 
hoped he could make it this 
time. 
The injury came on the tee of 
a par five hole.

"When I got to the top of the 
backswing, something gave. It 
almost knocked me down.”

Will Chicago Bolls 
Become The Baloneys? 


The Chicago Bulls will be playing in the Chicago 
Stockyards where it will be hard to trace the source 
of the odor from the kind of talent the National 
Basketball Assn. gave them. People will be holding 
their noses for two reasons. 
The one rewarding thing about athletic expan­ 
sion is that the teams who do 
the stocking of the franchise 
are able to gratify what must 
be long-time whims. I mean, 
just suppose somebody came to 
Buzzie Bavasi of the Dodgers 
and said “O.K., you can stock 
your archrival, the San Fran­ 
cisco Giants, tomorrow.” Buzzie 
would hardly hesitate, and dry- 
rubbing his hands, commence, 
“ Let’s see. We’ll give them Dick 
Stuart on first base, Lou Chiozza 
on second (Sure I know he’s re­ 
tired! Whattaya want me to do, 
give ’em an all-league player?!) 
and my brother-in-law on third. 
For pitching, maybe we can 
find Danny McDevitt and two 
high school kids.” 


THIS IS historically the way 
professional teams create new 
competition these days. The an­ 
alogy is for Russia to give Ru­ 
mania a store of ancient archery 
sets and rock-throwing machines 
and say “ O.K., let’s fight.” 


BASKETBALL, THOUGH, is 
more badly out of balance than 
more-established pro s p o r t s . 
When it relocated a franchise— 
in a city where another one 
crashed in flames only five 
years ago—it behooved it to put 
one in which would be some 
thing besides a 15-man equiva­ 
lent of the double dribble. The 
team already has one strike 
against it: It must play in a 
pungent, run-down old amphi­ 
theater downwind of the great 
slaughter h o u s e s of the hog 
butchers of the world. Cattle 
will not be the only ones slaugh­ 
tered there this season. 


THEY CHARGED the new 
owners $l,600.000-and then they 
gave them players so over-age 
and under-famed that when a 
kid named “ Washington” was 
thrown in the hopper, someone 
innocently asked if that might 
be “George.” 
But the final indignity came 
when they told the new fran­ 
chise they would not get to pick 
on the first draft round until 
every 
established 
team 
had 
picked. The reasoning here was 
that they had already sufficient­ 
ly rewarded the new franchise 
by letting it buy 18 $15,000 ball 
players for $88,000 apiece. 


THE REAL reason was that 
they wanted to protect Michi- 
gan s draftee, Cazzie Russell, 
for the Detroit Pistons, a shop 
worn franchise and the canvas- 
backs of the NBA. Detroit lost 
him anyway—on a flip of the 
coin to the New York Knicker­ 
bockers. The only surprise here 
was that the league didn’t give 
Detroit a two-headed coin. They 
have rigged everything else in 
the draft. Of course, the way 
Detroit has been going, they 


probably would have c a l l e d 
“ tails.” 


THE LAST time they stocked 
the Chicago franchise, they at 
least let them draft first. They 
chose Walt Bellamy, a Univer­ 
sity of Indiana strongboy, and, 
when not even he could save 
the franchise (it hit the road 
for Baltimore as soon as it got 
bus fare), there was grumbling 
around the league that several 
other teams could have wwn the 
championship with Bellamy. 


THIS TIME around, they de­ 
cided to take the Bulls by the 
horns. I am afraid the first 
time the Bulls attempt to fight 
the Celts, the hometown fans 
will award Bill Russell 18 ears, 
a tail and two hooves. They will 
be so chopped up by the half, 
they will be the “ Chicago Ba­ 
loneys.”

Myth Unfair To Mclnnis 


Which One Breaks Through? 


THE THREE-WAY CONTEST for 
the supervisorial seat to be vacated by 
Byron Leydecker has developed along 
a curious line. 
Supporters of Dr. Upton and Mel 
Warenback regard their favorite can­ 
didates as representing conservation as 
opposed to destruction in the future 
development of Marin. 
This implies—and sometimes it is 
said straight out—that former San Ra­ 
fael mayor John Mclnnis is the candi­ 
date of destructive developers. 
This tends to simplify the campaign. 
The “good guys” (those who favor con­ 
servation of Marin’s natural beauties) 
oppose the “bad guy” (he who repre­ 
sents destructive development). 
Trouble is, the facts don’t support 
this approach. 


DURING McINNIS’ 12 YEARS of 
service on the city council and as may- 
. or of San Rafael, he was not anybody’s 
tool—destructive developers nor anti­ 
development conservationists. 
Mclnnis won the respect, deserved­ 
ly, from responsible developers and 
from responsible conservationists. At 
times, he was criticized by extremists 
among developers and by extremists 
among conservationists. 
You might say he was a middle-of- 
the-roader—where most people are. 


The idea that Mclnnis is anti-con­ 
servation or pro-destructive devel­ 
opment is a figment of the imagina­ 
tion of conservation-minded extrem­ 
ists. 


UNFORTUNATELY, THIS CURI- 
OUS development in the campaign has 
tended to divert attention from anoth­ 
er important comparison among the 
candidates, qualifying experience. 
Dr. Upton has served long, faith­ 
fully, and admiraby on the county 
planning commission. When it comes 
to the workings of that body, none can 
deny that he is by far the best in- 
TJormed. 
Dr. Upton’s integrity is above ques- 
I tion. During his long years of resi­ 
dence in Marin he has won the respect 
r of his fellowmen. 
Although Mel Warenback is, by 
comparison, more of a newcomer he 
; has established himself as a citizen 
* deeply concerned about the operations 
^of local governments and the effects 
•* of their actions on the long-range fu- 
- lure of Marin. 
He is not totally without qualifying 
experience. He served on the T e r r a 
¡Linda Community Services District 
board and in that capacity was ex- 
; posed to some of the day-to-day work­ 
ings of a local governmental unit. 
, 
John Mclnnis, however, has unques­ 
tionably the strongest claim to qualify­ 
ing experience. In addition to his 12 
•years on the San Rafael city council 
and as mayor, he was a founder and 
• guiding spirit of the Association of Bay 
Area Governments (ABAG). 
This work brought him in contact 
with city, county and special district 
government officials from communi­ 
ties around the perimeter of San Fran- 


cisco Bay. He experienced exposure 
to the problems of governments in Ma­ 
rin’s sister communities. 
What he learned was of value to 
San Rafael when he was mayor. What 
he learned can be counted upon to be 
of value to the County of Marin if he 
is elected supervisor. 
It is interesting to note that several 
prominent supporters of Mclnnis’ suc­ 
cessful opponent at the last supervis­ 
orial election are supporting Mclnnis 
this time. 


LAST SATURDAY THIS space was 
devoted largely to praising the small 
group of people in Marin who do the 
actual work of running the volunteer 
health and welfare agencies. 
“The unsung heroes and heroines 
of the fight against disease in America 
are the handful of people in each com­ 
munity who make almost a vocation of 
their dedicated efforts to advance their 
chosen cause . . . 
“St. Matthew recognized this nearly 
2,000 years ago when he wrote, *Ye are 
the salt of the earth; but if the s a l t 
have lost his savour, wherewith shall 
it be salted?’ ” 
The proof of those words c a m e 
thereafter in a personal letter f r o m 
such a worker. 
Here are some of the things it said: 
“So many times through the past 
(many) years with the March of Dimes 
. . . many people have asked me why 
I was so interested. 
“(I know) I could not alleviate the 
suffering but if in some way I could 
help alleviate the terrible agony of 
worry about finances and also try to 
reassure them in a layman’s way, I 
have been rewarded a million t i m e s 
over. 
“I have watched babies grow up, 
some became well and strong, others 
still have braces, crutches or wheel­ 
chairs; mothers who are raising fami­ 
lies and caring for them and their 
home from a wheelchair, or in braces 
and on crutches; and fathers likewise 
who are doing a fine job of still being 
the bread-winner. I look at them and 
say to myself, ‘You had a small part 
in these miracles and God is good.’ 
“1 hope that God will continue to 
give me the health and strength to 
help me carry on in this wonderful 
work we (the March of Dimes) are now 
doing in the field of birth defects that 
do such terrible damage. I would like 
to put in at least 20 years and maybe 
25 years, if possible.” 
So wrote one of Marin’s heroes in 
the successful fight against polio. 
To repeat last week’s final admoni­ 
tion: 
Next time you answer the doorbell 
and find a solicitor for one of our vol­ 
unteer health or welfare organizations, 
take a good, long, close look for you 
are being visited by one of the front 
line soldiers in mankind’s war against 
human misery. The visitor is worthy 
of your respect as well as your assist­ 
ance.

No Garbage 
Rate Controls

It has come to my shocked 
attention that the City of San 
Rafael exercises no control or 
supervision over the Marin 
Sanitary Co.—or whatever it is 
called—that collects garbage 
in the city; that this organiza­ 
tion evidently can c h a r g e 
whatever it so desires for this 
service without a citizen hav- 
ing a court of higher appeal 
in protest of charges. 
I have an apartment house 
on Laurel Place for which I 
have been paying $17 a month 
for garbage collection.

In England last week, a 
draft card burner was fined 
the equivalent of $10.

Johnson Looses 
Criticism 


, At Fulbright Attack On Policy 


WASHINGTON (AP)-There 
is some uncertainty about all 
of them: 
weather, dollars, 
barbs and bullets. 
In this strange spring of hot 
and cold, President Johnson 
has avoided a shouting match 
with his critics about the war 
in Viet Nam. But Wednesday 
he unloosed a few rather mild 
barbs of his own. 
But, having done this much, 
there is no indication he in­ 
tends doing much more in this 
field himself. He has let others 
state most of the case for him, 
like the secretaries of state 
and defense. 


BUT WHEN Dean Rusk and 
Robert S. McNamara go before 
the Senate’s Foreign Relations 
Committee, their statements 
get scrambled in arguments 
between them and the sena­ 
tors. 
What Johnson did Wednes­ 
day was to take a sort of side­ 
swipe at Sen. J. W. Fulbright, 
the critical chairman of the 
Foreign Relations Committee, 
without once naming him. 
In answer to Fulbright, who 
had thrown words like “arro­ 
gance of power” at Johnson, 
the 
President simply said, 
“The exercise of power in this 
century has meant for the 
United States not arrogance 
but agony.” 
Johnson doesn’t seem in­ 
clined to go beyond that kind 
of answer, limited as it was. 


HE MAY BELIEVE Ful­ 
bright and those who agree 
with him are only a small per­ 
centage of the population and 
therefore 
don’t 
need 
any 
stronger answers than they are 


getting, which for some critics 
of the critics isn’t enoogli. 
So what lies ahead in this 
field is uncertain. 
But it is not more uncertain 
than what Johnson will think it 
necessary to do to stop infla­ 
tion if only because the infla­ 
tion question itself is full of 
uncertainty at this moment. 
Johnson is known to believe 
that whether or not the govern­ 
ment feels it must take action­ 
like a tax increase to drain off 
spendable dollars - depend on 
these main factors: 


WILL CONGRESS wind up 
voting to spend far more 
money than Johnson asked for 
or thinks is good for the econ­ 
omy? Will labor content itself 
with limited wage demands? 
And will business be satisfied 
not to boost prices? 
And at this point, despite the 
increasing buildup of American 
forces in South Viet Nam. 
there is some uncertainty about 
what may happen since there 
is uncertainty about what the 
Vietnamese people may do. 
That applies particularly to 
the Buddhists who reportedly 
plunged into strategy confer­ 
ences when they heard that 
South Viet Nam’s Premier 
Nguyen Cao Ky said he expects 
to remain boss for mother 
year. 
Any real explosion among 
the Vietnamese over Ky and a 
new government could make 
hash of all the American ef­ 
forts to fight a war against a 
Communist 
enemy 
in 
the 
north. 
So spring is not the only 
thing that's got people guess­ 
ing. 


TO BE EQUAL 
Big Business Looks 
Beyond Pure Profits 


By WHITNEY M. YOUNG JR. 


The old stereotype of the 
businessman as a straight- 
laced, tightrfisted individualist 
interested solely in profits, is 
giving way to the “new look” 
which is taking hold among en­ 
lightened corporations. 
Many of the new giants of 
industry are men who realize 
that business must look be­ 
yond its ledgers and assume 
some of the responsibility for 
tackling and solving the social 
problems facing the nation. 
They know, too, that such con­ 
cern is good business and en­ 
lightened self-interest. 


SOL UNO WITZ, chairman 
of Xerox, says that although 
firms are still in business to 
make money, they are “not 
starting from the assumption 
of what’s in it for me, they 
start from what's right for the 
nation.” 
This makes sense because a 
business can only mirror the 
economic and social health of 
the country, and helping to 
solve some of these problems 
helps create the kind of cli­ 
mate in which b u s i n e s s 
thrives. 
To this end, some corpora­ 
tions have become involved in 
operating Job Corps camps for 
the government. An increasing 
number of them are partici­ 
pating in government-funded 
on-the-job training programs. 
Still others aid education in 
their local communities. 
California is using the re­ 
sources of the aerospace in­ 
dustry to make studies of 
social problems like juvenile 
delinquency. Surveys of the 
economic potential of under­ 
privileged localities are being 
made for the government by 
private firms. 


A RECENT STUDY of 1,033 
corporations made by the Na­ 
tional 
Industrial Conference 
Board indicates that 815 of 
them have some kind of public 
affairs function. These include

contributions to community or­ 
ganizations. Nine of 10 of these 
firms made such donations, 
eight of 10 lent personnel and 
space, and two-thirds encour­ 
aged employee participation in 
community affairs. 
That the trend is growing has 
been recognized by the univer­ 
sities. Some major business 
schools have instituted courses 
in public affairs and these 
graduates and the younger 
m i d d 1 e-management execu­ 
tives who will take the helm in 
the future will be still more 
perceptive to these new ideas. 
They will take as their mod­ 
els men like Thomas J. Wat­ 
son Jr. of IBM and Edwin H.

UNFORTUNATELY,

poverty on the part of many 
top business leaders has not 
completely filtered down to 
middle management and less 
progressive corporations. 
These people must become 
aware of the need for an en­ 
lightened approach to employ­ 
ment, housing and education 
if they want Negro citizens to 
be self - sufficient producers 
and consumers of goods and 
not consumers of their tax dol­ 
lars in the form of relief. 
Tiiese businessmen must un­ 
derstand that their insensitiv­ 
ity to the problems of the Ne­ 
gro in the past is responsible 
for his poverty today, and they 
must be moved to action. 
With hi« unemployment rate 
twice that of whites, and Ne­ 
gro family income only slight­ 
ly more than half that for 
white families, the Negro is 
not in a position to wait for 
businessmen to come around 
to realizing their responsibili­ 
ties. Sometimes the govern­ 
ment must step in and point 
the way.

The 
iron 
fence separating 
Seadrift Beach from Stinson 
Beach—subject of legal argu­ 
ments for years—has a new 
lease on life. 
This week the state District 
Court of Appeals reversed a 
1964 judgment by Marin Superi­ 
or Court which had ruled that 
the ordinary high water mark, 
boundary 
of 
Seadrift home­ 
owners’ property, was “ as it 
may fluctuate naturally from 
time 
to time.” 
This ruling 
meant that the iron fence was 
sometimes on state-owned Stin­ 
son Beach State Park, some­ 
times not. 
The appeal court ruled that a 
retrial on the case must be 
heard and a fixed seaward 
boundary determined. 
A line of iron rails, about five 
feet apart, were driven into the 
beach at the edge of the Sea­ 
drift 
property in 
the early 
1950s when the William Kent 
Estate Co. subdivided the sand- 
spit that stretches from Stinson 
Beach to the Bolinas channel. 
According to Bryant J. Mc­ 
Carthy. attorney for the estate 
company, the fence was to pre­ 
vent sand buggies from going 
up and down the beach, causing 
nuisance to homeowners. 
At this time of year posts ex­ 
tend into the water all the time. 
From June through November 
they’re perhaps 100 feet from 
the water. 
When the case goes to retrial 
and a fixed boundary is deter­ 
mined, the fence will be short­ 
ened—or lengthened. The exist-1 
ing fence extends to the ordi­ 
nary high water mark surveyed 
in 1949. 
The appeal court's decision, 
could be considered a precedent- j 
setting case in beach property,! 
said McCarthy. Judge P. J. 
Draper, with Judges J. Salsman 
and J. Devine concurring, ruled | 
that the retrial must determine I 
the “ ordinary high water mark” 
by taking an average, over a 
period of 18.6 years, of all high 
neap tides < neap tides occur;

The Marin court decision, 
handed down by Judge Joseph 
G. Wilson in February, 1964, 
said the Seadrift property bound­ 
ary was “ the ordinary high 
water mark of the Pacific Ocean 
as it may fluctuate naturally 
from time to time.” 
This trial came after the State 
of California, spurred to action 
by citizens who objected to the 
fence, sought an i njunction 
against the estate company. 


contending the fence extended 
into state property and consti­ 
tuted a public nuisance. 
The problem of public access 
to the Seadrift beach is further 
compounded by movement of 
the sand. During the summer 
sand builds up on the beach, in­ 
creasing its width by 80 feet, 
but in the winter this is washed 
away. 
The public has the right to use 
the beach, but only up to the 
ordinary high water mark.

In Nov. 7, 
1902, Dr. Burdell filed suit in 
the superior court at San Ra­ 
fael to oust Grandi from his 
property.

DR. B U R D E L L was represent­ 
ed in the action by J. R. Bran 
don. Grandi was represented by 
Sen.

Lennon was in favor of Grandi 
Burdell promptly appealed to 
the California State Supreme 
Court.

"It has a literary quality to 
it that 1 think we need from 
time to tim e," she says. “ Pag­ 
eantry and spectacles are won­ 
derful.

Intosh is a Negro, the woman 
who sold the lot, Mrs. Clemmie 
Barry, lost her job in the real 
estate business. Ifcwever, Mrs.

McIntosh worked in the ship- 
vard until 1945, then got work 
as a laborer with Goheen Con­ 
struction Co. building houses in 
Mill Valley.

learn carpentry. 


McIntosh continued work in 
iliat trade and currently works 
for Don Stevens, Mill Valley 
contractor. 
Friends and neighbors, the 
late Congressman Clem Miller 
and a crew of women carpenters 
helped build the McIntosh home 
Mrs. McIntosh put down the 
floor in her daughter Jeanette’s 
room. Miller brought a crew one

Steve Heller, a San Rafael 
architect, drew tlie McIntosh 
house plans and gave them to 
the family, said McIntosh. 
David Smith, who is also a

Smith, 
a carpenter who now works 
on building the Village Baptist 
Church in Marin City, started 
work on his house in 1955.

For Rent 


Marin Project 
Has Enjoyed 
Rapid Growth 


By LAURA DEVENDORF 


To run the Marin Society of 
Artists’ rental gallery in Ross 
requires time, tact and the in­ 
stincts of a bloodltound. 
A little dedication, humor and 
muscle also help. At least that’s 
the impression formed after 
talking to three authorities on 
the subject, past rental gallery 
ctiairman A lic e Scarborough 
and the current co-chairmen, 
Eileen Mulqueeney and Billie 
Sheridan, all of whom love 
the job and find it fascinating. 


T H A T T H E JOB involves 
people is obvious because the 
rental gallery is tlie bridge 
between the artists and the pub­ 
lic. That there are problems 
and responsibilities also seems 
evident. But it is the magnitude 
of it all that is surprising. 
The spring rental show on 
view now through May 29 at 
Frances Young Gallery marks 
the rental project’s 10th anni­ 
versary. But from tlie meager 
$50 used to launch it, the oper­ 
ation has grown into business 
billing close to 116.000 a year. 
From weekend gallery hours 
with paintings shown otherwise 
only “ by appointment,’1 it has 
become necessary to maintain 
gallery hours seven days a week 
from 2 to 4 p.m. plus 7 to 9 on 
Ttuirsday evenings. And from 
the 100 paintings rented during 
the entire first year of opera­ 
tion. rentals now top the 100 
mark on opening day alone dur­ 
ing both tlie fall and spring 
rental shows. 


AS TO WHAT it’s like to be 
ultimately responsible for all 
this, Mrs. Sheridan says, “ It's

Continued from l*age M7 
very harrowing at times but 
Hu* work is delightful.” 
And Mrs. Mulqueeney com­ 
ments, “ It’s not like selling 
peanuts! There’s never a dull 
moment!” 
Indeed. their jobs may even 
border on the bizarre as in the 
case of three paintings that 
were held by the district at­ 
torney's office as material evi­ 
dence in a murder trial. But 
these were just three paintings 
to worry about among 1,300 by 
J00 artists on rental. And the 
figures get bigger all the time. 
It should be established that 
Marin Society of Artists is a 
non-profit organization. As such 
the more than 12.000 hours a 
year it takes to run this bur­ 
geoning program are on a strict­ 
ly volunteer basis. It’s just this 
volunteer work that affords the 
public such a large selection 
at such low rates. The operation 
is so smooth most people are 
unaware that it’s not a com­ 
mercial gallery. 


“ P E R H A P S IF they were.” 
remarks Mrs. Sheridan, “ they’d 
be more understanding of our 
occasional goofs.” 
These “ goofs” seem remark­ 
ably few when you consider that 
in one week the volunteers bill 
$1.200 in rentals, the highest 
of which is a $14 fee. 
The paperwork is overwhelm­ 
ing 
Add to that the physical 
labor of moving and storing 
paintings weighing up to 100 
pounds and total collapse might 
seem reasonable. 
But because the job deals with 
art. it is far from dull. For ex­ 
ample. all rental stock is juried 
by a panel of well-known artists 
elected from the membership 
Naturally, all work doesn't pass 
the jury. And naturally, the re­ 
jected aren’t happy about it.

tory and the growing member­ 
ship which now numbers some 
700 from throughout the Bay 
Area and even beyond. 
Ten 
years ago they were so leery 
about what would happen to 
their work all rentals were hand- 
delivered to the clients so that 
the attendant could look the 
place over to make sure it was 
suitable. 


‘THEY AHE ST ILL timid at 
first.” says Mrs. Mulqueeney, 
’’until they realize their paint­ 
ings will be where they will be 
appreciated and admired. 
Be­ 
sides, they learn our gallery is 
a place to move their work. Art 
is an expensive pastime. Most 
of the artists are productive and 
they find renting is a great 
source of income. 
“ As one artist put it: i ’m not 
a commercial artist but 1 like 
to commercialize on my art.’ ” 
And some of them are most 
successful at it. 
The average 
renting artist has five in stock, 
some as many as 40. 
And 
there’s always the chance for 
sales, which run 10 per cent to 
20 per cent of the volume, with 
most in the $100 to $250 bracket. 
Of this, 75 per cent goes to 
the artist. 20 per cent U> the Ma 
rki 
Art 
and 
Garden 
Center 
where the gallery is located and 
only 5 per cent to the sponsor 
mg society. 


SALES AND RENTALS are in 
creasing all the time and so is 
the list of renters. According to 
Mrs. Scarborough: “ We average 
12 new renters every month. 
Also the lie id of rental has ex­ 
panded from just Marin to all 
Bay Area counties, and as far 


away as I.os Angeles and Port­ 
land.” 


But who are these renters who 
keep the gallery growing? Why 
do they favor renting and what 
sort of work do they prefer? 
Well, 
they 
are 
just 
about 
everybody from banks and hos­ 
pitals to college students dec­ 
orating their rooms 
They are 
people who enjoy changing their 
decor and they are people who 
want to try before they buy 
Of 
the 
larger 
institutions, 
banks like big paintings, usual­ 
ly landscapes or semi-abstracts, 
whereas Ross General Hospita . 
a long-time customer, selects 
traditional work With individu­ 
als it’s a matter of personal 
taste. 


“ W E <»ET a lot of >oung peo­ 
ple.” says Mrs. Scarborough. 
“ In the old days we bought re­ 
productions and framed them 
Now the trend is toward orig­ 
inals and 
the 
rental 
system 
makes its easy. Rents start at $5 
for three months and no painting 
rents for more than $14 even if 
the sale price is $1,500 
All rentals may be renewed 
or returned every three months 
up to a year. At that time the 
painting must be purchased or 
returned And if they decide to 
buy, the artist's rental fees are 
applied to Use purchase price. If 
desired, the remainder is paid in 
three monthly installments.” 
“ It gives them time to live 
with the work before having to 
buy it and it gives them a 
chance 
to 
learn 
about 
art 
through renting,” observes Mrs. 
Sheridan. “A first rental is often

traditional. Later, many come 
in and choose something semi* 
abstract and finally they take 
out something really wild, tell­ 
ing you they never would have 
done it a year before.” 


AS A MATTER of fact, ab­ 
stracts are the biggest renters. 
Sales are about 50-50. but all 
three women state the trend is 
changing “ People are becoming 
educated toward avant garde 
approaches and they become this 
way through rental.” 
First timers are also shy and 
they’re 
very 
happy 
to 
look 
around without people looking 
over their shoulders. They are 
afraid of being artistically in­ 
correct and that's the advantage 
of the racks." says Mrs. Scar­ 
borough. referring to the huge 
pull-out 
panels 
which 
enable 
browsing through hundreds of 
paintings withou* assistance.

match up people to the paintings 
they would probably rent. “ No!” 
was Mrs. Scarboi ough’s emphat­ 
ic reply. “ More often than not 
it's a complete surprise and 
often a surprise to them, too 
They come ?n with a precon­ 
ceived idea of what they want, 
see something else and can’t re­ 
sist it.” 


AND MRS. SHERIDAN adds. 
‘ Unless they have a specific 
decorating problem they select 
on a strictly emotional basis.”

“ Any painting we have 
must be able to do that To be 
selected it must first speak to 
the jury and tlien it must get 
response from the renters. If it 
doesn't and stays unrented for 
four months we return it to the 
artist "

popular, but pop art leaves them 
cold. They are not immune to 
publicity and there is a tem­ 
porary run on an artist who is 
tiie subject of a news story. 
Some never buy while other ; 
come back months later having 
decided that a painting they 
didn’t even rent, they now can’t 
live without. 
“They may tell us.” says Mrs. 
Mulqueeney, “that it was the 
Golden Gate Bridge coming out 
of the fog. They don’t remember 
the artist or the title, but we try 
to find it for them.” 


IT MUST ALSO be a tribute 
to something that renters are 
unusually good 
about 
paying 
their bills. Even with the huge 
volume there is a very small 
percentage of loss. This is also 
due to Mrs. Scarborough’s ef­ 
forts for it is her job to track 
down delinquents. 
Renters are notified wlten rent 
is due.

Should tliere 
be. that is also part of Mrs. 
Scarborough's job — the part 
she’d rather not discuss. She’d 
rather think about the cute baby 
she carried around so his mother 
could look leisurely through tin* 
racks. 


YES, THAT TOO is some­ 
times part of the service; un­ 
usual perhaps, but so is the job 
and so are these three women 
so deeply involved in it They 
would have to be to go home at 


the end of an exhausting day. 
and still say, “ We love it and 
we’ll stay on until we get tossed 
out.” 
Certainly that attitude must 


account in part for the mush­ 
rooming success enjoyed by the 
Marin Society of Artists rental 
gallery in its brief 1« years of 
operation.

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The Sad Plight Of Writers, 
And Cause Of Their Troubles

The veteran and successful 
Eastern literary agent Donald 
MacCampbell has written an­ 
other guide for writers, this one 
entitled ‘ Writing For Publica­ 
tion.” 
It is, he says, an updating of 
his earlier advice, necessitated 
by 
the 
rapid 
and 
dramatic 
changes in the publishing-writ­ 
ing field. 
The manual seems to be a most 
practical one. particularly for 
the comparative beginner and 
for the western writer somewhat 
remote from the major centers 
of publishing activity. 
But what sparked our interest 
was what MacCampbell’s gen­ 
eral appraisal of the present 
status 
of 
publishing 
implies 
about, not so much the writers, 
but the readers of today. 
That 
far-from-optimistic ap­ 
praisal boils down to “ hard 
times” for writers because: 
1. There is virtually no de­ 
mand for fiction, long or short. 
2. In the non-fiction field, in 
which a demand does exist, 
tliere is an overcrowding, and 
cutthroat competition flourishes. 
Publishers have come increas­ 
ingly to channel their non-fic­ 
tion 
assignments 
to

writers and to specialists who 
are

professional 
writers.

commercial 
novels are ‘ pre­ 
planned” and written accord­ 
ingly.

Americans, they tell us. are 
turning their backs on the friv­ 
olous and seeking the more 
substantial. They read now for

If you can absorb yet an­ 
other probing into the festered 
and evil sore of racial hatred, 
Davis Grubb's “ Shadow of the 
Brother” stands as an almost 
over-powering, corrosive study 
of that particular madness. 
The author of “ Night of the 
Hunter” was moved to write 
his newest book by the Emmett 
Till atrocity. It is the case his­ 
tory of one particular virulent 
Negro-hater, Ix»y Wilson, son of 
a moderate but himself totally 
commit it'd to bigotry. 
The sickness eating away like 
lye inside him leads Ix>y Wilson 
ultimately to the final expres­ 
sion of his blind fury a lynch­ 
ing. To that lynching, there are 
two witnesses one of them his 
own daughter. 
Grubb presents a powerful 
study of the kind of society in 
which racial 
murderers a re 
spawned and their killings con 
doned 
or 
overlooked 
It 
re 
emphasizes the two aspects of 
the American racism too often 
lumped together-the shameful 
discrimination that stems from 
neglect and complacency, and 
the more violent, terroristic ex 
loitation that is triggered by 
ignorant, blind hatred With the

Brother” comes the reminder 
that there is a difference 
But we have had the horrors

tion work more constrained by 
the boundaries of his subject 
than the novelist? Isn't he less 
free, generally, to explore, to 
probe, to suggest, to inquire and 
to inspire? 
Isn’t it significant that in the 
discussion of the use of a con­ 
troversial book in the school, 
almost all the attention is fo­ 
cussed upon the plainly printed 
words that appear on the pages 
and very little is said about the 
less concrete but infinitely more 
important matter of the manner 
in which the teacher uses that 
book? 
Since the emergence of the 
novel, and, indeed before, it 
has been the storytellers, along 
with the philosophers (another 
relatively unrestrained breed* 
and, in some cases, biograph­ 
ers (usually dealing with men 
who were themselves free spirits 
and thinkers) who have served 
most 
frequently 
to 
stimulate 
mankind and move him for­ 
ward by fermenting new think­ 
ing. 
Which was the more effective 
in mobilizing the forces of moral 
indignation against slavery, the 
fraets of Garrison or the “ Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin” of Harriet Beech­ 
er Stowe? 
Some will say that fiction has 
failed because, in this period, it 
is so poorly done. Here, loo, 
the reader cannot escape some 
responsibility. Even the novel­ 
ist lias found it necessary to 
become less creative and more 
tl»e technician if he is to com­ 
pete in tlie literary market place 
for an audience. He cannot call 
upon his readers for too much 
mind-stretching. If he does, lie 
loses them to other material 
that 
has 
b e e n 
sanforized. 
Where ideas are served up pre­ 
digested and hardened, not sug­ 
gested. 
It is difficult then to accept 
the movement away from fic­ 
tion and toward fact as total 
progress. If it marks a more 
serious approach to reading, it 
also indicates a less flexible, 
less adventurous, less experi­ 
mental one. 
MacCampbell’s 
book, 
how­ 
ever, 
is 
intended 
to 
advise 
writers on the mechanics of 
their craft, and to bring them 
up to date on the state of their 
profession. It performs those 
tasks admirably. And it is no 
fault of MacCampbell that tlie 
picture he must paint is hardly 
an encouraging one

writers, this one aimed at a

group,

Treasury of Tips for Writers.” 
It is tlie product of editor Mar­ 
vin Weisbord and some 80 mem­ 
bers of flie Society of Magazine 
Writers, a type of organization, 
incidentally, that 
agent Mac 
Campbell 
regards 
with some 
disfavor 
as a 
waste of his 
clients' time and money. 
The contributors, all establish­ 
ed article writers for magazines, 
offer in bit pieces their own per­ 
sonal “ professional secrets” on 
such subjects as the develop­ 
ment of ideas, the use of refer­ 
ences, interviewing techniques, 
note taking 
and 
organization, 
the employment of tools such as 
the c a m e r a, tape-recorder, 
copier and telephone, writing 


disciplines, manuscript prepar­ 
ation, filing and marketing. 
Naturally, 
t h e 
suggestions 
vary wideiy in tlieir worth, and 
are occasionally contradictory. 
But less experienced writers are 
certain 
to 
accumulate 
ideas 
worth several times the $4 50 
price of the book. 
The publisher, Writer’s Digest, 
has a hard-earned reputation 
for providing sound, down-to- 
earth assistance to its readers. 


It eschews tlie esoteric and rare­ 
ly indulges in inspirational pep 
talks. Here, again, it has follow­ 
ed the hard line of confining tlie 
material to topics from which 
magazine article writers ran 
realize hard benefits in added 
earnings and saved time and 
energies. 
Which is what tlie writer needs 
most in the very commercial 
kind of publishing world de­ 
scribed by MacCampbell.

Best known in this country as 
the author of ‘ Gigi,” Colette 
is assured a high place in 20th 
century French fiction. 
But this volume shows the 
author as a superb writer of 
essays and informal vignettes 
of her everyday life as a Paris­ 
ian and worshipper of the then 
“ undiscovered” coastal area of 
St. Tropez. 
Robert Phelps has collected 
memoirs, portraits, and glean­ 
ings from notebooks and letters 
of the writer drawn from some 
40 books of non-fiction published 
through the long writing years 
of Colette’s lifetime, doing the 
author and her fans a great 
service. 
There are vivid comments on 
the Parisian friends and pass­ 
ing scene between two World 
Wars, advice to a young writer— 
‘'Look for a long time at what 
pleases you. and longer still at 
what pains you”—bits on the 
persona lilies of the animals that 
were her constant companions, 
with even the least lizard com­ 
ing in for its share of literary 
scrutiny; and interchanges with 
her brothers and her only child, 
Bel-Gazou. 
(Telling a story to 
the little girl, Colette began, 
“ Before you were born, when 
there was no war . . 
“ No 
war? 
Why wasn't there any 
war?” the child interrupted.) 
And the writings over U»e course 
of many years bring out a 
rounded portrait of the mother 
Colette so much admired 
In small pieces done by a 
variety of translators over the 
years, the book brings togetlier 
a comprehensive collection of 
C’olette’s more informal yet per­ 
fectly polished work, of which 
she sand she always took great 
pains to put each sentence right. 
Tlie book is a feast and treat 
for Colette fans and may push 
more Americans to seek out her 
famous novels. 
It includes a 
chronology of the writer’s life 
(1873-19541 and an introduction 
by the editor, and strikes this 
reader as one of tlie few current 
books worth the price tag 


Is Quality Next?

The first revolution in Amer 
ican education was a revolution 
in quantity. Kveryone was to 
be provided the chance for an

next turn of the wheel must be 
a revolution in quality.” 
So writes Francis Keppel, as­ 
sistant secretary of health, edu­ 
cation and welfare and former 
U.S commissioner of education 
in opening “ The Necessary Rev­ 
olution in American Education.” 
The 163 pages that follow, al­ 
though rather heavily larded

federal p r o g r a m s and with 
masses

bureau - prepared 
charts and statistics, develop 
cogently his thesis. 
Keppel hits hard at what he 
calls "a mythology . . . devel­ 
oped as a balm to conscience" 
that the children of poverty are 
somehow different and not en­ 
titled to the same education as 
those of middle and upper-class 
'Americans. “This dreary re­ 
cital was.” he says, “ used as 
an excuse for poor schools, poor 
teachers, and ineffective educa­ 
tion.*’ 
He 
implies, 
optimistically, 
that federally sponsored pro­ 
grams are overcoming that myth 
and winning “the second revolu­ 
tion.” 
He finds hope, rather than dis­ 
couragement, in the current up­ 
roar over the schools. “ No one 
protests and boycotts who does 
not care,” he writes. 
And he finds that much of the 
uproar is concerned with Im­ 
proving the quality of the scltools 
— which, he contends, must be 
the “ third revolution.” 
In this, holds Keppel — who 
speaks from authority — educa­ 
tors have brought criticism upon 
themselves by failing to assert 
leadership. 
“The educational leader has 
¿not been ready to take his 
place on the team of public ser­ 
vants needed to bring about 
community change,” he writes. 
In particular, he charges edu 
cators with forgetting their roles 
as public employees and public 
servants. 
“The public image of the pro­ 
fession to many has been: Give 
us more money but do not tell 
us what to do with it. . . . No 
profession deserves that much 
trust from the public.” 
Educators “ need fresh ideas 
from outside their own ranks" 
to win the “quality revolution.” 
Keppel contends 
Ttiis is a challenging 
book, 
written with gusto, bolstered with 
facts. 
Anyone 
interested 
in 
American education — including 
teachers and scttool adm inistra­ 
tors — would do well to read 
it

Rather than a routine history 
of a country, this is a first-rate 
adventure story relating exploits 
in Panama from the days of Co­ 
lumbus to the nuclear age. 
Balboa. Sir Francis Drake, pi­ 
rates, Frenchmen and Scotsmen 
all played a role in the con­ 
quest of the steaming jungle be­ 
fore the Americans managed to 
fulfill the dream of completing 
a canal to connect the Atlantic 
and Pacific oceans. 
Howarth wisely is short on 
engineering data and long on the 
human aspirations and defeats, 
and he captures the feel of the 
land—hot, moist and disease­ 
laden 
On the political side, he re­ 
veals that the treaty that gave 
the U.S. administrative control 
of the Panama Canal zone re­ 
sulted from the machinations of 
a Frenchman. 
The next great chapter in the 
history- of Panama is slated to 
be the construction of another 
canal,

power, but Howarth believes the 
new explorers will face the same 
obstacles as the pioneers.

"Suiter's Fort: Gateway to 
the Gold Fields” is the third 
in Prentice-llall’s “A m e r i c a n 
Forts Series." However, Oscar 
l^ewis has written a biography 
of John A. Sutter rather than a 
story of the fort he established 
at the confluence of tlie Ameri­ 
can and Sacramento rivers. 
As a biography. Oscar Lewis* 
"Sutter’s Fort” is highly read­ 
able. 
R presents an intriguing 
and believable portrait of the 
Sw iss whose activity in develop­ 
ing an empire of his own in the 
Sacramento Valley led inadvert­ 
ently to the gold rush- although 
he is noticeably influenced by 
historian H u b e r t Howe Ban­ 
croft’s disapproval of the self- 
styled "captain" Sutter. Lewis 
has drawn heavily on Bancroft 
quite understandably. 
As an account of tlie fort, it 
has numerous s h o r h omings. 
Except for rather sketchy ac­ 
counts of the roles played by 
Sutter’s Fort in relief of the 
Donner Party and in the contest 
between Americans and Mexi­ 
cans for control of California, 
the fort is somewhat overlook-

ed 
Sutler’s F’ort as tlie haven 
for emigrants emerging from 
the terrible ordeal of crossing 
the Sierra, and as a focal point 
for the spread of American 
colonization in the valley, ap­ 
pears more prominently in such

Morgan’s 
“Overland in 1846,” for instance, 
than in this book ostensibly de­ 
voted to the fort. 
Lewis also displays, as he did 
in “The War in the Far West, 
1861-1865.” a puzzling unconcern 
with events beyond the confines 
of California, regardless of their 
effect on the story he is relat­ 
ing. This leads him into inac­ 
curacies which d a m a g e the 
reader’s confidence in his work. 
All this is not to say Oscar 
Lewis’s “ Sutter’s Fort” is not 
a good book. 
Although it ap­ 
pears hastily written, it is good 
as a biography of John A. Sut­ 
ter. 
A comprehensive account 
of Sutter’s F'ort remains to be 
written.

Many, however, have line 
valves located in the basement, 
the utility room or somewhere 
else. 


If you know where all the 
valves are and what they con­ 
trol, tie a tag to each of them. 
Be sure the tag tells how to shut 
off the water— by turning the 
knob clockwise. Be sure, too. 


that it explains what will happen 
when the valve is closed; some­ 
thing like: turns off all cold wa­ 
ter in the house, or shuts off hot 
water to upper bathroom, or 
whatever it does. 


A TAG ALSO should be placed 
on the main shut-off point where 
the water enters the house. This 
also should have an explanation 
on it. Sometimes, in an em er­ 
gency, 
this 
can 
be 
quickly 
turned off; then, when the trou­ 
ble is pinpointed to a particular 
line, that line can be shut off, 
and the main valve re-opened. 


Should 
your 
knowledge 
of 
which valve controls which line 
be a little fuzzy, have someone 
explain the system to you. It 
can be a neighbor, a plumber or 
a utility man. After the explana­ 
tion has been made, make a test 
to be sure your information is 
correct, then proceed with the 
tagging.

garden. When planting, use 
an equal mixture of good 
garden soil, leaf mold and 
peat moss.

**Keep roses healthy by spray­ 
ing or dusting with the con­ 
trols your nurseryman recom­ 
mends.
